WEALTH GAP WIDENING 

Older Americans are nearly 47 times as rich as the youngest generation-the largest wealth gap recorded between the two age groups. 
Rising home equity has helped the older generation build wealth over the years, while the younger generation has had less time to ride 
out the housing bust. The younger generation also is taking longer to enter the labor force and get married, and has more student debt.

NEW YORK Older Americans are now 
47 times richer than the youngest 
generation, marking the largest wealth 
gap ever recorded between the two age 
groups. 

In 2009, households headed by 
adults 65 years and older held a median 
net worth of $170,494, while house- 
holds headed by adults 35 years and 
younger held a net worth of $3,662, ac- 
cording to a report by the Pew Research 
Center. 

While it’s typical for older genera- 
tions to hold more wealth than younger 
ones who Ve had less time to save, the 
gap between the two age groups has 
widened rapidly 

A generation ago, the older age group was 
richer than the younger by a io-to-i ratio. 
Now, that gap stands at 47-to-i. 

Compared to their same-aged peers in 
1984, the younger group actually has seen its 
net worth decline 68 percent, but the older 
group has seen its wealth rise 42 percent. 

So why the growing chasm? 

Housing trends have played a major role, 
the Pew Center said. While rising home eq- 
uity helped drive wealth gains for the older 
generation over a long timeframe, the young- 
er generation has had less time to ride out 
the housing market’s volatility— especially its 
most recent boom and bust. 

“Most of today’s older homeowners got into 
the housing market long ago, at ‘pre-bubble’ 
prices,” the report said. ‘Along with everyone 
else, they’ve been hurt by the housing market 
collapse of recent years, but over the long haul, 
most have seen their home equities rise. 

“For young adults who are in the beginning 
stages of wealth accumulation, there has been 
no such luck, at least so far.” 

Meanwhile, the younger generation also 
is taking longer to enter the labor force and 
get married. And surging college costs also are 
leaving them burdened by more student loans 
than prior generations.

What Red Line news 
means for riders 


Whats black and 
white and red all 
over? The Red Line, 
which has been the 
star of CTA news 
recently. 

First, there was 
the announcement 
this summer that the 
Loyola stop will see a 
makeover. 

Next, the Wilson 
and Clark/Division 
stops were trumpeted 
for facelifts. 

Then, last week, officials reported 
$646 million in state Funding to repair the 
southern portion of the Red Line, which has 
been plagued with slow zones, among other 
Red Line improvements. 

But the Red Line proposition that has 
stayed under the radar is the Red and Purple 
line modernization project, a controversial 
set of six proposals that included closing 
some stops and creating express train service. 

The CTA currently is drafting an environ- 
mental impact statement, which it expects to 
complete in 2013. 

The statement is supposed to analyze the 
effects of the proposed project and its poten- 
tial impact on the environment and riders. 

Riders have been very vocal about the 
project since it was revealed 10 months ago. 
The CTA said it received more than 1,500 
comments and counted more than 500 
people at four public meetings in January 

The most controversial proposals, based 
on negative comments the CTA received, are 
the three-track and the two-track modern- 
ization plans. 


The three- track plan would implement 
expres s train service but close Jarvis, Thorn- 
dale and Lawrence stops- on the Red Line and 
the Foster and South Boulevard stops on the 
Purple Line. Secondary entrances at nearby 
stops would be constructed. The two-track 
plan has the northern Red Line trains going 
underground. The CTA said this option was 
not financially or technically feasible, so it no 
longer is included in the proposal. 

The most supported proposals are the 
transfer station and four-track moderniza- 
tion plans. No stops would close under 
the transfer station proposal, which would 
transform the Wilson and Loyola stops into 
transfer stations that would be accessible to 
people with disabilities. 

The four- track modernization plan is 
similar to the three-track plan but express 
service hours may be extended. The other 
two proposals are to keep the CTA at status 
quo (current level of service) and perform a 
basic rehab to stations and tracks. 

As the CTA looks to (finally) update the 
Red Line, riders should keep an open mind to 
these modernization proposals. Look beyond 
the positives and negatives as black and 
white and focus on the red.

It's a small world 

Woman who has accused Cain of sexual harassment has roots in Chicago

A Chicago woman came forward Monday to 
accuse presidential hopeful Herman Cain of 
groping her while the two were in a car 14 years 
ago, while Cain was the head of a Washington 
trade group. 

The allegations are the most explicit to have 
been made public and mark the first time one 
of Cain's accusers has identified herself 

At a press conference in New York, Sharon 
Bialek, a former employee of the National Res- 
taurant Association, said she had sought Cain's 
help in finding a new job after the association 
fired her. 

Instead, Bialek said, Cain, while the two 


were seated in a parked car, reached tinder her 
skirt and also attempted to move her head to- 
ward his crotch. 

Cain's campaign instantly issued a denial. 
'AH allegations of harassment against Mr. Cain 
arc completely false," it said 

Attorney Gloria Allred, who is representing 
Bialek, said the woman was born and raised in 
Chicago and “has spent the majority of her life 
there." 

An assistant for Allred declined to say where 
Bialek now lives. 

For the past two years, Bialek has been a full- 
time homemaker and single mother of a son, 
13, the attorney said. 


Allred said Bialek met Cain through her for- 
mer job with the educational foundation of the 
restaurant association in Chicago in 1996-1997. 

After leaving the foundation, Bialek worked 
for five years for WGN Radio in marketing 
and for two and a half years at CBS Radio as 
managing director for non- traditional revenue, 
Allred said. (WGN is owned by Tribune Co,) 
Bialek is, apparently, the fourth to accuse 
Cain of sexually inappropriate conduct during 
the time Cain was president and chief execu- 
tive officer of the association. She said she did 
not file a complaint after the incident in July 
1997 because she was no longer working for the 
trade group.

A federal judge on Tuesday scheduled for- 
mer Gov Rod Blagojevich’s sentencing for 
Dec. 6. 

The disgraced former governor was con- 
victed last summer on sweeping corruption 
charges, including allegations he tried to 
sell the U.S. Senate seat left open by Barack 
Obama’s election as president. 

U.S. District Judge James Zagel had 
originally scheduled Blagojevich’s sentenc- 
ing for Oct. 6, but it was indefinitely post- 
poned in part because the judge was then 
presiding over the trial of Blagojevich co- 
defendant William Cellini, a Springfield 
power broker who was convicted last week. 

Prosecutors have not said yet what sen- 
tence they will seek for Blagojevich, but 
it is widely expected that they will ask for 
more than the 6 1/2-year prison term be- 
ing served by his predecessor, former Gov 
George Ryan, for his 2006 corruption con- 
viction. 

U.S. Attorney’s Office spokeman Randall 
Samborn said that the sentencing could go 
into a second day if necessary

Defense attorney lid Cher no ff told CNN 
the defense team’s main job right now is to 
prepare for sentencing and limit the amount 
of time that Murray spends in jail. 

if What matters most right now is trying to 
keep Dr. Murray from taking up a prison cell 
in this community,” Cher no ff said. “That’s 
what we’re focusing on right now and well 
deal with an appeal after that.” 

Murray served as Jackson’s personal physi- 
cian as Jackson prepared for his comeback 
concerts, with Murray giving him the surgical 
anesthetic propofol to help him sleep nearly 
every night for the last two months of his life.

Asked in the ESPN Sunday Con- 
versation interview how he learned 
about the death of his mother La- 
voyda, 51, during the week before 
the Bears’ Week 2 game at New 
Orleans, Urlacher said, “The people 
who found her called me. It was 
tough. I knew something was wrong 
when I answered the phone. 

“She wasn’t in great health. She 
had a lot of back issues. She smoked. 
My mom smoked since she was 14 
until she was 51, and so it probably 
didn’t help her situation any. We’re 
still waiting to figure out what hap- 
pened.” 

Urlacher said he was touched by 
how many players from around the 
NFL contacted him to offer their 
sympathies. 

“I think that just speaks to what 
kind of person she was and how 
boisterous and outgoing she was,” he 
said. “The support that we received, 
it was unreal. Guys I’d met before 
but never talked to and I don’t have 
their phone numbers were texting 
me, calling me. I got some actual 
hand-written letters from some 
players. I can’t tell you the last time 
I wrote a letter. ... Some of the guys 
were in our division, so that was re- 
ally cool.”
